The house has started on a trust 
busting program that will rival any 


ever attempted by the department of 
justice. The committee on rules fa- 


vorably reported the Stanley provi- 
sioh providing for investigation of the 


steél trust, and its alleged affiliations 


with railroads, coal comipaniés and 
banks. ; 
Representative Hardwick of Georgia, 


‘a member of the rules committee, at 


the same time introduced a resolution 
demanding an investigation of the su- 
gar trust. 

Following the example set by the 
Stanley resolution, it is expected that 
the house rules committee will report 
both the Hardwick and Francis reso- 
lutions, and that within ten days a 
probe of three of the largest trusts in 
the country will begin. 


Boot.-and shoe manufacturers ap- | 


peared before the senate committee 
on finance and argued against placing 
their products on the free list, They 
astonished the members of the com- 
mittee by declaring that their entire. 
industry is practically at the mércy of 
a gigantic trust, known as the Unite’ 
Shoe Machinery company of Boston 
The representatives of the shoe in- 
dustry explained to the committee that 
they were in the grip of this concern. 
The charges against the shoe ma- 
chinery trust were made by William 
D’Oench, a shoe manufacturer of St. 
Louis. The story he told appeared to 
make a complete case of violation of 
the Sherman anti-trust law, and Sen- 
ator Bailey remarked that the hearing. 


should, be turned over to the attorney, 


general. He said he believed if this 
fere done the trust would have trouble 
on its hands. 

The resolution aimed at the Ameri- 
can Woolen company covers these 
points of inquiry: Whether the Ameri- 
can Woolen company has _ violated 
since 1898 the Sherman act, which 
violations have not been prosecuted, 
and if such violations are disclosed 
the commission is directed to report 
the fact and circumstances to the 
house with bills requiring appropriate 
action to be taken by the executive 
officers of the government and to cor- 
rect the evil. 

Also if the company has not en- 
deavored to control the price of raw 
wool and the sale and output of woolen 
goods; also as to capitalization of the 
company, the speculation in stocks 
by officers of the various corporations 
composing the American Woolen 
company and the controlling of the 
price of labor: 

The resolution directs inquiry as tu 
whether the American Woolen com- 
pany has had any relations involving 
violations of the law with certain 
mills. The special committee is au- 
thorized to send for persons and books 
and to compel the testimony of wit- 
nesses. 

The American Woolen company ts 
the largest concern of its kind in the 
world and is now operating thirty- 
three mills. (It @mploys more than 
30,000 operatives. It makes worsted 
and woolen goods and is supposed to 
have had tremendous influence in 
framing the wool schedule in the 
Payne-Aldrich tariff which congress 
is about to take up on a _ revision 
proppsition. 


DIRECT VOTE FAVORED 


Senate Committee Votes Seven to Five 
on Proposed Legislation 

Washington, May 2.—The senate 
committee on judiciary, by a vote of 
7 to 5, agreed to report the house 
resolution for direct election of United 
States senators. 

All the Democrats present and three 
progressive Republicans voted for the 
résolution. Senator Borah, who led 
the fight in the last session for the 
measure, was authorized to report it 
to the senate.

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An Unusual Tribute 


It was an unusual tribute paid to 
President Wood of the American 
Woolen Company at the important 
special meeting held by the stock- 
holders in Jersey City last Friday 
morning. The meeting had been 
called to act upon a recommendation 
of ‘the Directors that ten million 
dollars of the Common Stock of the 
Company should be retired. For a 
month past, large financial interests 
and prominent financiers, to say noth- 
ing of the average investor and fin- 
ancial writer, had questioned the wis- 
dom of the recommendation made by 
Mr. Wood, and probably nothing in 
his entire career had met with so 
much adverse criticism as had this 
particular move.

Artemas Ward in his palmiest days 
and widest acquaintance never knew 
anything more “amoosin” than this 
distinguished citizen of Brookline. 

Whether he is in laughter or tears, 
(and tears are one of his chief stocks 
in trade), in delight or in sorrow, in 
hospital or hotel, in anger or at peace, 
he is the genuine “amobdsin” specimen 
of Beacon Hill. No one that you will 
talk to has the least. idea that he can 
ever be Governor of Massachusetts, 
yet that is what he is aiming at in 
his play “ public-please-watch-my 
game.” Stranger things have hap- 
pened than even this, for the State 
was never so ready for idiosyncra- 
sies as it is today, and Mr. White 
possesses a bigger bunch of that kind 


of furniture than was ever yet 
loaded on an _ automobile truck, 
or an airship. And_ speaking of 


airships, when he really begins to 
campaign for the Republican nomina- 
tion for Governor, those who know

“exclusives” for the benefit of Nor- 
man H. White of Brookline. 


A Service Well Done 


One of the late items of news pub- 
lished in last week’s Townsman an- 
“nounced the retirement of Miss 
Means from the principalship of 
Abbot Academy. While coming as 
an unwelcome surprise to many 
friends of the school, it is not diffi- 
cult to understand that the long, 
honorable, and successful work which 
Miss Means has rendered at Abbot 
as instructor and principal have 
earned that change in work and op- 
portunity for personal interests that 
will be afforded by laying down her 
duties as Principal. 

Miss Means has filled with rare 
success a difficult position in her 
term of service as principal at Abbot 
Academy. The school has never 
reached out for numbers, and has 
never measured its success by a long 
list of pupils’ names, or by mere out- 
ward evidences of size and impor- 
tance. It has sought under her di- 
rection, more than ever before, to 
mould young womanhood in educa- 
tion, in character, and in womanli- 
ness, along lines peculiarly provided 
for in the equipment with which 
Abbot was originally endowed, and 
according to which it has had its 
constant development, In doing this 
work, the physical condition of the 
school had of necessity to be con- 
stantly improved, and this has been 
done to a marked extent in the past 
decade, so that at the present time 
there is probably no school in the 
country devoted to the education of 
young women, where the plant and 
equipment measure up to_ higher 
standards than at Abbot. 

Those who have been pupils under 
Miss Means, and the friends of the 
school of the last three quarter cen- 
tury, have felt that her guidance has 
been wise, her loyalty never failing, 
her devotion to the cause for which 
Abbot Academy stands, unfaltering, 
and her success most gratifying. 
They and all others who know her 
personally will rejoice that she may 
now look forward to many years of 
increasing opportunity to work out 
her own cherished personal plans 
with satisfaction and pleasure. The 
school is richer in endowment, in 
equipment, and in standing, because 
of the thirteen years’ work of Miss 
Means as its principal. It will be 
richer for all time because the in- 
fluence of Miss Means as a woman of 
rare parts has made such an impress 
upon the students whom she _ has 
trained, as to make of their lives 
wherever they may go, forces for a 
sweeter and more refined woman- 
hood. 


An Andover Historical Society 


The first step in'a movement inter- 
esting to many Andover people has 
been taken in the preliminary organi- 
zation of an Andover Historical So- 
ciety. Quietly, as was necessary, the 
original papers have been taken out 
and the requirements complied with 
that will provide a regular corpora- 
tion, The original officers chosen are 
all men and women deeply interested 
in the town, and full of enthusiasm 
for all matters of historic value and 
importance.

Kindergarten Abolished 


At a meeting of the school com- 
mittee Tuesday evening, it was voted 
to abolish the kindergarten in An- 
dover. The attendance at the school 
has been dwindling for some years 
and there has been lack of interest, 
so that it was decided best not to at- 
tempt to maintain it another year. 

The matter of arranging for a 
course in domestic science and house- 
hold arts in the Punchard high school 
and in the three upper grades of the 
grammar school was discussed and 
the plan was favored providing the 
instruction could be given by the 
present teaching force. 

The proposed change to eight 
grades and the age of admission was 
discussed but it was considered ad- 
visable not to put it into effect this 
year owing to the coming of a new 
superintendent, 

No action was taken on the election 
of a successor to S, C. Hutchinson, 
who has resigned as superintendent 
of schools. 

Miss Anna E, Chase was re-elected 
principal of the Stowe school and 
Miss Harriet A. Foss and Louise M. 
Farnsworth of the Punchard high 
school, and Miss Grace Jenkins, 
drawing teacher, were also re-elected. 
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Jos. L, Burns Esquire Scores a 
Second Failure in Attempted 
Will Breaking 


Katherine Buckley of Andover had 
for many years been a hard-working, 
industrious woman, and in that time 
acquired a small property which it 
was necessary for her to leave behind 
when, on July 16, 1910, she passed on 
to the other world. Her nearest rela- 
tive at the time of her death was a 
sister, Johanna Buckley. Before she 
died she made a will, giving Johanna 
the use of a dwelling-house situated 
at 6 Ridge street, during her life, and 
at her death, two other relatives, 
Mary and Catharine Hurley, were to 
receive the property, on condition 
that they should pay a hundred dol- 
lars each to John and Charles Hur- 
ley. She further left the sum of $200 
for church Masses, $100 for the care 
of her burial lot in, the cemetery con- 
nected with St. Augustine’s, and $300 
to the church. 

It wasn’t a surprising will to any- 
body so far as could be learned, but 
it seems to have been sufficiently in- 
teresting to at least one lawyer to 
have led to a several days’ contest 
before the Probate Court at which, 
without a single comment, Judge 
Dow sustained the will, after Joseph 
L. Burns, Esquire, had made one of 
his characteristically long harangues 
in the interest of his client, Johanna 
Buckley. whom he was advising to 
contest the will. 

Following this summary dismissal 
of his case, Joseph L. Burns, Esquire, 
appealed to the Court for permission 
to have the case heard by a jury, and 
the permission having been granted, 
the case has been before the Supreme 
Court in Salem from Wednesday of 
last week until Tuesday of this week. 
During this time, Joseph L, Burns, 
Esquire, has presented as witnesses, 
Mrs. Roberts, a nurse, and the con- 
testant, Johanna Buckley. In support 
of the will, the attorney for the 
Misses Hurley, M. A: Sullivan of 
Lawrence, has presented the testi- 
mony of Father Riordan, George W. 
Foster, Dr. Leitch, Mrs. Leslie, Mrs. 
Mary Adams, and Misses Catharine 
and Mary Hurley. 

Court attendants of many years say 
that not in their memory can they re- 
call-a case of so little apparent im- 
portance, where the Court has been 
obliged to observe such conduct as 
that which has been in control of the 
contestant’s case under the direction 
of Joseph L. Burns, Esquire. The 
Townsman is not a disseminator of 
the kind of lawyer’s billingsgate that 
has apparently marked the conduct 
of this case, but suffice it to’say that 
no better statement of the merits of 
the case could be made than the ver- 
dict rendered by the jury, prompted 
by the charge of Judge Rugg, when 
on Tuesday night they reported on 
the questions submitted to them as 
follows: 


Question—“Was the will duly ex- 
eeuted?” 

Jury answer—‘“Yes.” 

Question—“Was Katherine Buck- 
ley of sound and deposing mind?” 

Jury answer—“Yes.” 

Question—“Was the will procured 
through fraud or the undue influence 
of Rev. Fr. Fred 'S. Riordan and 
Catherine Hurley or either of them?” 

Jury answer—“No,”

Applicution for use of the grounds 
must be made to the Park Commis- 
sioners and permits will be granted 
by the Chairman, George W. Cann, 
in the order in which they are re- 
ceived, Public holidays and Saturday 
afternoons will be held open as far 
as possible for regular teams, made 
up principally of boys who are em- 
ployed the other days of the week, 
and while there may be some excep- 
tions to this rule,(three of the Pun- 
chard games already coming on Satur- 
day afternoons, as exceptions) the 
Commissioners will adhere to this 
rule as closely as possible. The Com- 
missioners also hope to provide an 
extra diamond for the small boys and 
will reserve the regular diamond on 
forenoons for the youthful sports as 
far as possible. 

Only one rule will be put in force 
in controlling the use of the grounds, 
and that rule insists that the noisy 
boy, the profane boy, the vulgar, 
coarse boy, either in language or man- 
ner, will not be allowed on the 
grounds. To see that this rule is en- 
forced, a police officer has been de- 
tailed to be im constant attendance 
when the grounds are being used, 

The Commissioners have also made 
a rule that loiterers and disturbers 
will not be allowed on the Park or 
Playstead after ten o’clock in the eve- 
ning.

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AMONG THE CHURCHES, 


Boston Man Takes Lives of 
His Three Daughters 
KISSES THEM ALL G00D-BY 


Then Turns on Gas and Leaves Them 
to Die—Telils Friend What He Has 
Done and Deed Is Not Discovered 
Until Many Hours Afterward— 
Feared His Motherless Little Ones 
Would Starve 


Boston, May 4.—Thomas Hagerty, 
a widower, of 101 Calumet street, his 
mind unbalanced through the fact that 
he had lost his position and could find 
no employment, locked his three 
daughters in their bedroom on Tues- 
day night and turned on the gas. 

Later he was tortured with remorse 
and confided in his friend, Patrick 
Sullivan, what he had done, adding 
the statement that he intended to 
commit suicide by the same method. 
Sullivan at first did not believe the 
statement, but decided to inform the 
police of Station 10. 

At 9:30 last night he reported the 
statement of Hagerty to Lieutenant 
Fessenden of Station 10, and imme- 
diately a squad of officers was sent up 
to the house. The Hagerty fiat is 
on the third floor of the tliree a. 
ment house; and whet the officers 
knocked on the door they received no 
reply. 

They pushed in the door of the first 
room off the hall, and found three 
children, Margaret, aged 10; Marie, 
aged 7, and Anna, aged 5, on the bed 
in their night clothing. All were dead. 
On examination by Dr. O'Connor, it 
was found that they had been dead at 
least twelve hours. 

Fearing that the man had carried 
out the latter part of his plan ag well 
the officers made a search. of the 
apartment, but without success. 
Finally they were told that the man 
had gone into the house at 91 Calumet 
street. Here they found Hagerty in 
the apartment of Miss Mary King. The 
man would not reply to any of the 
questions of the officefs, except to af- 
firm that he had killed his children 
because he saw nothing before them 
but poverty and starvation. 

The children were laid out on the 
bed very carefully, their hands folded 
across their breasts, the sheets 
pulled tightly ,around them, “tucked 
in” at the sides. Then the father 
kissed them and bade them “good- 
bye.” 

Hagerty was booked at Station 10 
on the charge of murder. . 

Miss Mary King, at whose home 
Hagerty was found, told the story of 
Hagerty’s life preceding the tragedy. 
Mrs. Hagerty died about three years 
ago and shortly after that Hagerty 
had secured a position as butler in a 
Back Bay family, that of the late Mrs. 
Anna P. Peabody. Mrs. Peabody died 
six weeks ago. He lived at the Back 
Bay house, and-so could not take care 
of his motherless children. He sent 
them out of town to a home where 
they could be cared for at the cost of 
a few dollars a week. 

When Mrs. Peabody died, Hagerty 
was immediately out of a position. 
Moreover, the people who had been 
boarding his children were clamoring 
for the money owed them, and-he was 
without funds. He decided to take 
the children himself, confident that he 
could secure a position in a very short 
time. 

He was unsuccessful in his attempts 
to find work, although he had been 
visiting the employment bureaus for 
the entire time. The children were 
hungry much of the time, and fre- 
quently what they received to eat was 
from the hands of Miss King and the 
other neighbors. 


NEW FIELD FOR PUGILISTS 


Judge Would Have Them Beat Men 
Who Are Cruel to Wives 
Chicago, May 3.—"I would like to 
see the state of Illinois empower the 
courts to pitch a 24-foot ring and then 
send a pugilist into it and beat the 
faces off men who are cruel to their 
wives and babies,” said Judge Petit. 
Mrs. Suzette Smith had sued her 
husband for $10 a week alimony, 
pending action -for divorce. The 
young couple separated some time 
ago, and the young wife told the court 
that she was about to be ejected from 
her home because of arrears in rent 
and payments on a stove and a piano. 


$8,000 PUSTAL THEFT 


Suspect Arrested In Boston Pleads Not 
Guilty When Arraigned 

Boston, May 4.—Timothy F. Sulli- 
van was arraigned before Commis- 
sioner Hayes, charged with the theft 
of $8000 in bills that vanished two 
weeks ago on the way to the First Na- 
tional bank of Boston from the New 
London City National bank. 

Sullivah was arrested ds hé stepped 
from the railway mail car in which he 
had been employed between heré and 
New York. Instead of going to his 
house, where his wife and two chil- 
dren awaited him, hé was locked up 
at Station 2. 

The disappearance of the $8000, all 
in $10 and $20 bills and making 4 
bulky package, was one of thé oddest 
cases the postofficé has had in yéars. 

Sullivan pleaded not guilty when 
arraigned. Haves fixed bond at $10,-

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France 

‘Louis Napoleon, nephew of the 
great Napoleon Bonaparte, was em- 
peror, and Eugenie, the beautiful 

\| Spanish girl, was empress of France, 
and in the opinion of many able ob- 
servers had founded a solid Napol- 
eonic dynasty in the year 1866, when 
I went to live in that country. When 
I left France, Louis Napoleon had 
died and his only son was killed by 
a Zulu in what the British called the 
Zulu war. Eugenie is still alive. 

I am not to try to write political 
history. The romantic, sad, and 
tragic history of France has been 
often told, and from the glorious 
reign of Louis IV up to the last scan- 
dal of the two big men stealing and 
swindling from the present republic, 
tons of histories have been written. 
What I wish to do is simply to state 
a few incidents and what I noted dur- 
ing over a dozen years of life in 
France, Everyone should read Car- 
lyle’s French Revolution, who wants 
to know about the politics of France. 
Sir Walter Scott writes a concise 
history of Napoleon; Lord Rosebery 
is among the latest to write up Na- 
poleon Bonaparte. There are scores 
of books about France and its poets 
and romancers, politicians and diplo- 
mats, painters and artists, clergymen 
and infidels. 

Well, a few years before the dis- 
astrous 1870 Prussian war I was liv- 
ing in the north of France. Belgium 
was separated from the town in which 
I lived by the river Lys, just about 
the size of our Shawsheen. When 
you crossed the bridge you passed 
the Custom House men, two of them, 
in a little office on the French side, 

j and then the Belgian officers on the 
other end of the bridge. Night and 
day, Sunday and Saturday, these of- 
ficials were there to prevent smug- 
gling. Coffee was cheaper in Bel- 
gium, clothes, shoes, tobacco and 
many other things; wines were 
cheaper in France. To entirely pre- 
vent smuggling was impossible, yet 
they often took people to jail for try- 
ing to pass with dutiable goods, All 
you chad to do to get shoes in Bel- 
gium was to put on old shoes and 
go over to Belgium and put ona new 
pair. I have seen men go over bare- 
footed and in ten minutes were back 
with new shoes. The same with a 
suit of clothes, coffee or tobacco; 
you could not bring in any large 
quantity at a time, but you could buy 
a quarter of a pound, break the pack- 
age and fill your pipe and come back 
to France smoking, with your broken 
package in your pocket, A neighbor 
of mine kept half a dozen dogs for 
this tobacco smuggling business. 
These dogs would not cross the 
bridge, they would swim the river 
with from ten to twelve pounds of 
tobacco on their backs, These dogs 
were taken to Belgium during the 
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night, crossing the river several miles 
up or down from the bridge, their 
owners with them crossing in a boat. 
A friend in Belgium kept the dogs 
two days without food; he only gave 
them water. After fixing the tobacco 
on the dogs he at midnight let them 
out and told them to go home, which 
they did, avoiding all excise officers. 
On getting home they were fed and 
in a day or two were again ready for 
the same job. 

Fine Brussels lace, which every 
woman has a mania to possess, is 
daily smuggled into France. I have 
seen, fifty dollars’ worth of lace 
brought into a little town, Eypres, 
and sold in an hour after for eighty 
dollars. .There were four of us in a 
carriage, and Eypres is the céntre of 
a rich farming country. We bought 
a dozen bunches of asparagus, some 
splendid butter and some dozens of 
eggs. When we came to the bridge 
the excise officer as usual asked if 
we nad anything to declare, We 
paid two cents per bunch for the 
asparagus, butter three cents per 
pound, and the eggs three cents per 
dozen. The fifty dollars’ worth of 
lace, liable to seventy-five per cent 
duty, wé did not declare, It was 
safely put around a crinoliné, and for 
once the lady who wore that crino- 
line was silent! Not only in getting 
goods from Belgium has 4 tax to be 
paid, but in France if you buy lum- 
ber or. leather, hay, straw or any- 
thing else, it is taxed before you can 
enter the town you live in with it. 
For example, you buy lumber in 
Lawrence; on every road entefing 
Andover there would be two officials 
night and day, and you could not 
bring into Andover a pound of beef, 
a pound of butter, a bottle of wine, 
a chicken, a duck, of a load of hay 
without paying the town tax. Just 
think of the absurdity of this plan 
of raising the town taxes. Here in 
Andover we have at least ten roads 
entering the town; that would mean 
twenty men all day and twenty men 
all night—forty officials—not count- 
ing the head bummers over these 
forty men, say, forty-five men. to 
gather the taxes of Andover! 

I have been asked by a friend. who 
has traveled in France to. write up 
about France as I did lately about 
Ireland. The Canadian Reciprocity 
Bill has led me to write this letter 
about the awful, stand-patness of 
tariff maniacs in Europe. 

It is difficult to choose what may 
interest the Townsman readers when 
writing about France. It is afi inter- 
esting country, rich in agriculture, 
with an intelligent peasant popula- 
tion. In manufactures she holds her 
own with Germany and England. The 
people who judge France from Bel- 
sac’s novels and the gay life of Paris, 
see only one side of the picture and 
not the best side either.

NATION IN CONTROL 
OF OUR RESERVES 


States Cannot Say How Natural 
Resources Shall Be Used 


Washington, May 2.—The legal bat- 
tle against the forest reserves in the 
west in particular, and conservation 
by the federal government of natural 
resources in general, was lost in the 
supreme court of the United States. 

That tribunal not only upheld the 
constitutionality of the establishiment 
of the vast reserves for any national 
and public purpose, but it settled once 
for all that the federal government and 
not the states may say how the re- 
serves shall be used. 

The immediate results of the con- 
clusion of the court are that Fred 
Light, a Colorado cattleman, will re- 
main enjoined for allowing his. cattle 
to graze upon the Holy Cross forest 
reserve in Colorado, and that Pierre 
Grimaud, J. P. Carajous and Antonio 
Inda, California sheep men, must an- 
swer to the indictment charging them 
with grazing sheep upon the Sierra 
forest reserve without a permit, in vio- 
lation of regulation 45 of the secre- 
tary of agriculture and the statute of 
congress of 1891. 


ACCEPTS $1,100,000 


Government Compromises In Fraud 
Suit Against the Duveens 

Washington, May 4.—The govern- 
ment has accepted $1,100,000 in com- 
promise of the suits against Duveen 
Bros., the New York art firm § ac- 
cused of customs frauds. 

The books and.papers will be re- 
tained for evidence in a criminal ac- 
tion.

AT $3,000. 000 


Fully One-Third of of Bangor Is 
Reduced to Ashes 


LITTLE SUFFERING REPORTED 


Rain Helps Quench Flames After 
Large Portion of Business and Best 
Residence Districts Had Been De- 
stroyed—Offers of Outside Relief 
Refused by Officials—But Two Lives 
Lost—City Not Under Martial Law 


Bangor, Me., May 2.—More than 
one-third of the city of Bangor was 
burned Sunday night. The loss is now 
estimated at $3,000,000. Mayor Mul- 
len thankfully answered numerous 


telegrams offering assistance to the 
effect that Bangor can care for her 
few needy sufferers, and that the city’s 
business men will rehabilitate their 
properties in a short time. 

“It has been a hard blow and much 
has been lost, but we are not repin- 
ing. Out of the ruins will grow a new 
Bangor, bigger, more beneficial, more 
progressive.” 

The above declaration, made by 
Mayor Mullen last evening, epitom- 
izes the fire, which was about 70 per- 
cent a rich man’s fire, that is, about 
that portion of the total loss by care- 
ful analysis falls om men able to with- 
stand the shock. The remainder falls 
on people of modest circumstances, 
with a few cases of total loss. 

The premises occupied for commer- 
cial purposes, with the exception of 
the fine exchange, Graham Stearns 
and Morse-Oliver. buildings, were 
either ancient brick structures’ or 
wooden structures, little better than 
shacks. 

For so extensive a fire—about one- 
third of the business anda consider- 
able portion of the residential district 
were destroyed—there were several 
unique features. Suffering was absent 
almost entirely, not more than a dozen 
families of the poorer class being 
burned out. There was no disorder, 
and the militia had no break in their 
round of patrols. 

A canvass of the burned district 
gives the number of burned residences 
as approximately 285, while business 
buildings destroyed, including » smal! 
wooden buildings, will not exceed 100. 

Only two lives were lost. A flam- 
ing torch, as he wandered aimlessly 
beneath the walls of the towering 
Morse-Oliver building, the greatest in 
the city, John N. Scribner, an aged 
cobbler of Brewer, evaded would-be 
rescuers and was crushed to death 
when the great walls of that building 
toppled down upon him in view of 
thousands. A volunteer fireman, 
George Abbott, also of Brewer, was 
the second victim of the fire, being 
caught beneath debris of a toppling 
chimney when it collapsed and fell 
across a street. Injuries, too, were 
scarce, only two cases being treated 
at the hospital, both minor. 

Mayor Mullen made the following 
statement: 

“Bangor will get its breath and cour- 
age and then we will go right at build- 
ing again. We are going to find out 
first how many there are in the city 
who are without homes, and then we 
will begin to clean up and open the 
streets. I have received offers of help 
from Boston, Portland, Rockland and 
other cities, but I believe that we are 
going to to be able to take care of our 
own unfortunate ones without their 
aid. We shall not accept any aid un- 
til we find that it is absolutely neces- 
sary.” 

The city was never under martial 
law. The mayor has been at all times 
in control, the presence and co-opera- 
tion of the militia giving a martial 
character to the enforcement of law 
and order. To facilitate the preser- 
vation of peace, all saloons were or- 
dered closed. 

Telegrams expressing sympathy and 
offering aid poured in upon the mayor, 
Mayor Fitzgerald of Boston extending 
‘the assistance of Boston: twice. But 
to him, as to the others, Mullen, 
backed by the citizens of the city, 
extended thanks for the offer, with 
word that Bangor was in a position tc 
cope with its situation, 

A resummarization of the principal! 
buildings destroyed includes,  be- 
sides six churches, the business blocks 
in Exchange street from York street 
to East Market square, and in State 
street from the Merrill Trust company 
building and T. Wuite’s to Broadway; 
Park street, its entire length, and a 
large section of Central and Frank- 
lin streets; the residential portion of 
the city on the west side of Broadway 
between State street and South Park; 
between the same limits in French 
street and from Harlow street to the 
east side of Broadway. between State 
and South Park. 

Although rain brought discomfort to 
the homeless, it was the means of 
bringing under control the great con- 
flagration which spread unchecked for 
more than seven hours. At a time 
when the battle of the firemen and 
householders against the flames 
seemed hopeless, a providential shift 
of wind and a downpour of rain drove 
the fire back over the burned district 
and drowned out the flames that ay 
just started in unburned property,
